Khiva wbb first mentioned tn 
the 10th century by Arab travel- 
lers who spoke about 11 bb a big 
city at the eud of the desert. 
Early in the 17lb century Khiva 
was created the capital of the 
Khiva khanate and right up to 
the establishment of Soviet 
power formed the residence of 
khans, a centre of Moslem re- 
ligion, trade and primitive In* 
duslrlea tn the tower reaches of 
the Amudarya. 

Ichan-kala (the Inner cllyj Is 
Burrounded by walls with gales 
on each of the four sides. The 
portals, cupolas and colonnades 
of mosqnes, madrasahs and 
minaret* tower upwards from the 


labyrinth of narrow streets. 
There are more than two dozen 
monuments of Uzbek architecture 
In an area not exceeding 25 hec- 
tares. 

The oldest building— the Seyld 
Alauddln Mausoleum— Is the 
only monument belonging to the 
1 4th-century Mongolian epoch. 
East of the mausoleum Is situated 
the cathedral Juraa-mosque, 
which is mentioned In the works 
of the 10th-century Arab travel- 
lers. However, this ancient mos- 
que was pulled down and a new 
one erected In 178B, only leav- 
ing 15 wooden and amazingly 
carved columns Irom tho original 
structure. 

In Khiva one can see many 
other Interesting monuments, 
among them the Kutlug-Mura- 
dtnak madrasah with Its under- 
ground water reservoir, the In- 
door market, and the public 
baths. Also one should not 
forget the Shirgazt-Khan mad- 
rasah, built early In the 18th cen- 
tury and famed because Makh- 
tumkull, the people's poet from 
Turkmenlh, studied In this place.

TSUNAMIS IN LIVE 
CELLS 

The physical nature or waves 
constantly tolling ln live cells 
resembles that of tsunamis. 
These tidal waves originating lu 
the place of underwater earth- 
quakes or volcanic eruptions 
cause terrible destruction, 
whereas the “blowaves", aris- 
ing in the organism In the pro- 
cess of food oxidation, are crea- 
tive tn nature and constitute 
life. This phenomenon was sub- 
mitted and explained at the 
Theoretical Fhyslcs Institute of 
the Ukrainian Academy of Sci- 
ences. 

The theory of energy transfor 
taking place In the long protein 
chains, proposed by Ukrainian 
scientists, have helped reveal 
a new type ol superconductivi- 
ty. Tho protein which was re- 


garded as an absolute Insulator 
was Instead shown as a kind 
of a viaduct along which elect- 
rons roll, aa If through a grove. 
The use ol physical Ideas in the 
study ol biological systems 
opens up opportunities for de- 
signing new technological pro- 
cesses. based on the operation 
principle ol live cells which are 
In fact electric machines of 
sorts.

An original device for trans- 
porting goods over a small dis- 
tance has been developed at 
the student design bureau of 
Kharkov Aviation Institute.

Georgia abounds In mineral 
springs numbering about 1,500 
and their output totals about 
100 million litres per day, Row- 
ing from practically Inexhaun- 
tlble sources. 


Borzhomi stands out promi- 
nently among the springs, as 
Its waters are taken not only 
to cure various ailments, but 
also as healthy drinking water. 
The water production ol Bor- 
zhomi continues to Increase, 
especially with the discovery 
of new springs.

CONSUMER DEMANDS 
IN RELATION TO 
THE SOVIET ECONOMY 

Tatyana KORY AGIN A, 
Cand. of Sc. (Hcon.) 

The living standards of Ihe 
population depend upon the 
growth ol tbeli incomes, and Ihe 
responding market. Over the past 
15 years tho real Incomes ol Hid 
Soviet people have doubled, and 
the volume o! retail trade bas In- 
creased 2.5 times. 

It Is only natural Ilia I the level 
and nature of consumption In the 
Soviet Union have also changed. 
With Increase In trade, lor Hie 
Oral lime reaching 1,000 ruublcs I 
per person a year, tbo supply ol I 
some llcius, particularly those 1 
that are In fashion, have not mot 
the growing demand. 

Specialists believe (bat this 
situation regarding the market ol 
goods end services has arisen 
because the monetary Incomes of 
tho population have beguu lo 
overtako the supply, unprepared 
for such a rapid change In Ihe 
demand. 

In Ibis situation, there were 
two ways to solve the problem. 
Either lo freeze tho growth In (he 
monetary Incomes and to raise 
tha prices for all tha goods, fa' 
cfading everyday necessities or, 
allowing Incomes to increase, to 
maintain stable price Index lor 
basic goods, and la ensure e 
a growth fa the commodity re- 
sources supplied lo the retail 
market, especially those In 
greater demand. 

It Is dear that the second way 
chosen by tbe Soviet govern 
ment, is more difficult, but lar 
more acceptable. Although there 
can be no promise ol an early 
solution, It Is guaranteed that the 
optimum balance between supply 
and demand wilt be met, not at 
the expense ol tbe population. 

Having set out lo Increase tha 
output of consumer goods, to im- 
prove their quality, and to 
broaden Ihetr range, tho Soviet 
Union bas decided, under Its 
Ulh five-year plan, to ensure a 
higher rale of growth in the pro- 
duction of Group "B" Industries 
producing consumer goods, as 
compared with Group "A" which 
causes the means of production 
The problem ol quality is be- 
ing solved by Introducing up- 
to-date techuologles In Indus- 
tries. Tha main line In the de- 
velopment ol consumer Indus- 
tries requires the modernize 
lion and reconslnicllon ol fa< 
d us tries specializing In goods 
under heavy demand. In Iho
